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We want our money back 

Landlords and tenants ‘owed thousands’ after lettings agency goes into liquidation 



LANDLORDS and tenants have been left out 
in the cold after a homes letting agency went 
into liquidation. 

The Rent Team, in West Gate, pulled down 
the shutters last week, with angry clients 
accusing owner Sanjit Alangh of leaving them 
thousands of pounds out of pocket. 

Landlords have claimed to have collectively 
lost more than £200,000 in unpaid rent, while 
tenants allege the firm has failed to reimburse 
their deposits, some of which appear not to 
have been paid into the Deposit Protection 
Service as required by law. 

Landlord Zil Shah, who used The Rent Team 
to manage his three properties in Harlow, 
said: “Intially they were very late in paying the 
rent owed to me so I had to really chase them 
for the money. 

“There were always lots of little problems like 
not getting back to me when I’d called and 
making excuses for why payments were late. It 
was just a lack of service. 

“I’ve spoken to a few landlords who have all 
had issues and lost a large amount of money. 

“My tenants have lost their deposits as Sanjit 
apparently did not save them with the DPS 
and I have lost about a month’s rent from each 
home. I will be helping my tenants by return¬ 
ing their deposits but obviously that puts me 
in a hard situation. By my calculations, I have 
lost around £4,000 to £5,000.” 

Mr Shah’s experience is not unique. John 
Rush, a landlord who used the agency to man¬ 
age his property after he moved to Brighton, 
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told the Star: “The first tenants did not have a 
problem as their deposit was stored correctly 
because I checked and we were paid the rent 
on time. When she moved out, however, there 
were issues with the property which Sanjit 
said he would fix. Buit it was never done to a 
satisfactory standard and maintenance work 
was never completed. 

“From about October, payments started to go 
awry and some were up to three months late. 
We confronted The Rent Team about this 
because we clocked onto what was going on. 
We’ve ended up with one month’s rent unpaid 
and our tenants’ deposit which wasn’t stored 
properly. We’re about £2,100 out of pocket. 

“Sanjit did not communicate properly with 
us and our tenant about rent and any property 
maintenance needed. We were lucky to take 
over managing the property when we did.” 

Another landlord, who wished to remain 
anonymous, spoke of his frustration after his 
reports to the police and Trading Standards 
were “ignored and dismissed”. 

He said: “I have spoken to every landlord 
and tenant connected with The Rent Team 
and people are owed about £200,000 collec¬ 
tively. 

“I was a landlord and I reported my suspi¬ 
cions and all the information I had from my 
own experiences and of others to the police 
back in March. It was always pushed to one 


side until I eventually got an email saying it 
was a civil matter. As far as I’m concerned, this 
should be a criminal investigation.” 

A spokeswoman from Essex Police said: 
“Police have been made aware of a number of 
incidents and are currently investigating alle¬ 
gations of fraud.” 


The Star made contact with Mr Alangh, but 
he did not provide a comment by the time the 
newspaper went to press. 

Liquidators Harris Lipman said they had 
received information regarding The Rent 
Team but could not provide a statement until 
meeting with creditors.

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Dog attack victim’s 
trip to Westminster 

A HARLOW teenager left with an 
horrific injury after being attacked by 
a dog has met with Justice Secretary 
Chris Grayling as local MP Robert 
Halfon stepped up his campaign for 
tougher sentences for owners of 
dangerous dogs. 

Brandon Elston (14) was left with a 
severed artery and a 5cm flesh wound 
after being bitten by the black 
Labrador on March 14. 

But even though a court has since 
ordered the dog’s destruction, police 
have not yet been able to trace the 
animal - leading Brandon’s parents to 
brand the sentence “a joke”. 

On Monday the teenager - who has 
been left scarred for life following the 
attack - travelled to Westminster 
accompanied by his family and Mr 
Halfon. 

They met with Justice Secretary Mr 
Grayling, who has now pledged to 
raise the issue with Home Secretary 
Theresa May and see if the law could 
be changed to help Brandon. 

Brandon’s mum, Sharon Elston, 
said: “It was a very productive 
meeting, and Mr Grayling seemed to 
take on board what we were saying. 

“He has promised us he will look 
into where the law could be changed 
to stop something like this from 
happening again.” 

Man faces trial 
for gun offence 

A MAN arrested after armed police were 
scrambled to a Harlow neighbourhood on 
Tuesday following a gun alert will go on 
trial next month at Chelmsford Crown 
Court. 

Polish-born Tomasz Witczak (36), who 
gave his address as homeless charity 
Streets to Homes in Wych Elm, was 
remanded in custody by Chelmsford 
Magistrates yesterday (Wednesday) 
pending a hearing on July 9. 

No plea was indicated and no 
application for bail was made. 

Witczak was charged with possession 
of an imitation firearm - a gas-powered 
handgun - at The Hides, Harlow, contrary 
to Section 19 of the Firearms Act. 

Prosecutor Angela Hughes outlined the 
allegations, telling magistrates a police 
helicopter was also deployed during the 
incident on Tuesday morning. 

Appearing in the dock wearing a black 
T-shirt with a teddy bear embossed on 
the front and dark trousers, Witczak - 
who spoke through an interpreter to 
provide his personal details - was placed 
in handcuffs as he was removed to the 
cells. 



Harlow Strong to 
march as planned 


HARLOW Strong organiser Leo 
Hartley plans to press ahead 
with Sunday’s (June 23) march 
- despite mounting opposition 
from community groups who 
fear the event will attract right- 
wing extremists. 

The rally, which was originally 
set up under the banner of the 
controversial Woolwich Strong 
movement, is described as a 
“peaceful t-shirt charity march” 
by Mr Hartley. 

But critics, including the 
Harlow branch of Unite Against 
Fascism (UAF) and local trade 
unionists, fear the event is a 
front for far-right political group 
the English Defence League and 
have urged organisers to call it 
off. 

“I was very disappointed to 
read about plans for an ‘alterna¬ 
tive peaceful march’ which 
painted Harlow Strong as not 
being peaceful,” Mr Hartley 
said. 

“I have always said, and con- 
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tinue to say, that this march is a 
peaceful one and has no politi¬ 
cal affiliations. 

“I have been very open about 
why I am doing this: it’s to make 
a stand against extremism - 
there is no political agenda.” 

His stance appeared to be 
backed by the EDL this week 
after the far-right group dis¬ 
missed claims they were linked 
with the event. 

Regional organiser for the 
Essex EDL Mark Dunbar told the 
Star: “As far as we’re concerned, 
this march has no direct affilia¬ 
tion with the EDL. 

“We have already held our own 
tributes to Lee Rigby elsewhere 
in Essex and will have no direct 
involvement with Sunday’s 
march in Harlow. 

“However, we love our soldiers, 
and if our members wish to 
attend and pay tribute, there is 


nothing to stop them from doing 
so.” 

Although a counter-march 
planned for the day before 
Harlow Strong supporters take 
to the streets has now been can¬ 
celled following the resignation 
of organiser David Forman from 
his post as secretary of the 
Harlow Trades Council, Harlow 
UAF members still plan to make 
their own stand against the 
march on Sunday afternoon by 
hosting a “multicultural festi¬ 
val” on Broad Walk. 

“We’re having lots of different 
foods from all over the world as 
well as anti-racism speakers and 
music,” a UAF spokesman con¬ 
firmed. 

“Our concerns are still there 
with regards to Harlow Strong 
but we feel this will be a good 
way of countering this.” 

Harlow Strong will be meeting 
outside the Civic Centre at 
11.30am before marching to the 
Netteswell War Memorial.

New dementia 
groups launched

Keeping Active, Together - the 
first of the two groups - aims to 
offer people physical activities to 
help improve dementia 
symptoms, which will take place 
every Wednesday. 

The second group, Active 
Minds, will focus on mind and 
memory activities and will take 
place every Friday morning. 

Support Services Manager, 
Marion Howell, said: “There are 
over 800 people living in Harlow 
with a form of dementia, with the 
right support people can live well 
with the condition for years.” 

The groups, which were 
launched this week, will take 
place at St Andrew’s Church Hall 
in The Stow from 10am to 
12.30pm and sessions cost £6. 
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A HARLOW charity set up to 
provide emergency food 
packages to families and 
individuals in crisis is 
seeking new volunteers as 
local demand for its services 
continues to grow. 

An astonishing 7,683 people 
have needed the help of 
Harlow Foodbank since its 
launch in 2009 - an average 
of 157 people per month. 

But director of services Gary 
Knott warned that demand is 
set to grow this year in the 
wake of the Government’s 
Welfare Reforms - and said 
the charity would only be able 
to cope if new volunteers and 
donors offered to help out. 

“The demand for our work 
has been steadily growing 
year-on-year and this year we 
have really seen an increase 
in people in crisis who are 
being referred to us because 
they need our help,” Gary 
said. 

“It’s only going to get worse 
as more people are affected 
by these benefit changes - we 
use about three tons of food a 
month and that number will 
go up. 

“We have a lot to thank our 
volunteers for as well as 
everyone from Harlow and 
the surrounding areas who 
donate food to us. We 
couldn’t do it without them or 
without the help of 
Lok’n’Store who are a 


collection point as well as 
giving us space to store the 
food we have.” 

All donations are carefully 
processed and weighed by 
Foodbank volunteers before 
being stored according to 
food type and sell-by date to 
minimise waste. 

When orders then come in 
from the Foodbank’s satellite 
stores and charities, 
nutritionally-balanced food 
packages are made up for 
individuals or families, 
packed with enough food for 
three days. 

A menu is even included 
with each package to help 
recipients get the most 
balanced, filling meals out of 


the food supplied. 

Warehouse Co-ordinator 
Katherine Akyeampong-Aye 
said: “We couldn’t do this 
without our wonderful 
volunteers. The demand is 
growing due to the economic 
climate but we are still 
getting a steady stream of 
donations which is very 
touching.” 

Gary added: “We are always 
looking for volunteers and are 
now looking for storage space 
from local businesses who 
can help the Foodbank carry 
out its work. We desperately 
need a bigger storage and 
processing area.”

Jobs on the way 
as new Poundland 
depot is approved 


HUNDREDS of new jobs could be on the 
horizon after plans to build a sprawling 
new regional distribution centre for budg¬ 
et shopping chain Poundland were 
approved by councillors. 

Proposals for the depot - which will be 
built on a 20-acre site comprising the for¬ 
mer offices of Pitney Bowes and 
GlaxoSmithKline in Pinnacles - were green- 
lit by members of Harlow Council’s devel¬ 
opment management committee last 
Wednesday (June 12). 

The centre will become the retailer’s main 
UK distribution hub upon its com¬ 
pletion and is likely to create up to 
650 new jobs. 

The firm has already pledged to 
work with local partners and 
Harlow Council to introduce local 
jobseekers to employment oppor- 
tunitites prior to its opening, 
which is expected by the middle of 
next year. 

The plans were met with over¬ 
whelming public approval at a consultation 
event earlier this year, and according to the 
council, the scheme’s approval will provide 
a welcome boost to the local economy, 
which has been left reeling by the impend¬ 
ing closure of Tesco’s fresh food depot in 
Flex Meadow and the associated loss of up 
to 800 jobs. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, cabinet portfolio 
holder for resources and enterprise, told the 
Star: “The council recognises the local jobs 
created by this proposed development and 
the benefits of bringing this underused site 
back into full use within an established 
employment area. 
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“The development also demonstrates that 
major companies continue to see Harlow as 
a place to invest in and that the Council is 
committed to growth. 

“The application is subject to conditions 
and a Legal Agreement and the council will 
be looking to resolve this as soon as it can so 
the development can get underway and 
bring new jobs to the area.” 

But Harlow Civic Society, the organisation 
tasked with preserving and pro¬ 
tecting the town’s heritage, were 
less enthusiastic about the plans. 
The group raised several objec¬ 
tions to the project at last 
Wednesday’s meeting, expressing 
concerns over the sheer size of the 
proposed building and its poten¬ 
tial impact on the landscape and 
local road network. 

Speaking to the Star this week, 
group vice-chair John Curry said: “Although 
we of course welcome the news of jobs 
being created by this project, we are never¬ 
theless genuinely concerned about the 
scale of the building Poundland want to 
erect. 

“It is in the wrong place, and the impact it 
will have on an already overloaded road 
network in the Pinnacles area will be huge. 

“Although I’ve never been a huge fan of 
the appearance of the newer part of the 
Pitney Bowes building, this will certainly 
not be an improvement - it’s going to look 
like a giant aircraft hangar and is so big it 
will dwarf its neighbours.”

Three arrested in 
immigration raids 


THREE men have been arrested 
by Immigration Enforcement 
officers following raids at takea¬ 
ways in Harlow and 
Sawbridgeworth. 

On Friday (June 14), officers 
acting on intelligence swooped 
on Fancy Fry in Market House, 
Harlow. 

As they entered the premises a 
man tried to escape through the 
back door of the building, where 
he was caught by officers cover¬ 
ing the exits. 

Checks subsequently revealed 
the man was a 25-year-old 
Egyptian who had entered the 
UK illegally. 

Officers conducted a search for 
the man’s passport at his home in 
Little Brays. It was recovered 
despite an attempt to hide it in a 
neighbour’s back garden.

The man is currently in immi¬ 
gration detention pending his 
removal from the country. 

Officers next visited Riverside 
Pizza & Kebabs in Station Road, 
Sawbridgeworth, where checks 
revealed that two Bangladeshi 
staff were working illegally. 

One, aged 21, was working in 
breach of his student visa. He is 
being detained while work to 
remove him from the UK is car¬ 
ried out. 

The other, aged 40, had over¬ 
stayed on his visa. He was 
released on immigration bail 
while outstanding matters relat¬ 
ing to his case are dealt with. 

Both businesses now face fines 
of up to £10,000 for each of the 


illegal workers unless they can 
demonstrate that appropriate 
pre-employment checks were 
carried out. 

Richard Fisk, from Home Office 
Immigration Enforcement, told 
the Star: “We are working hard to 
track down and remove from the 
country those who seek to abuse 
the UK’s immigration laws. 
Operations like this are carried 
out regularly and we have no 
intention of slowing down. 

“The public can be a huge help 
in our work and I urge people 
with information about suspect¬ 
ed immigration abuse to get in 
touch.”

SKI fans did not have to travel very far 
to practise their skills during the 
1970s when the town had its very 
own dry ski slope. 

This picture, taken from George 
Taylor’s wonderful book, The Archive 
Photographs Series: Harlow, shows St 
Nicholas pupils on the ski slope near 
the town centre in 1977 as part of a 
school trip. 

The ski slope was part of a sports 
centre opened in the west of the town 
park in 1960. The centre included an 
athletic arena and stadium and was 
extended throughout the 1960s and 
70s to provide various outdoor and 
indoor facilities. 

As well as the dry ski slope, the 
town also boasted a skating rink, golf 
course and Olympic-sized swimming 
pool. 

St Nicholas students were not the 
only ones to enjoy the slope, with 
members of the Ski Club of Great 
Britain and the Disabled Ski Club also 
using the facility on a regular basis. 

Harlow’s artificial ski slope was 
dismantled in 2005 to make way for 
new housing on Fifth Avenue.

Typhoid outbreak still 
fresh in victims’ minds 



BAD MEMORIES: Andrew

THE Harlow typhoid outbreak of 1963 
caused national headlines after almost 
20 people contracted the potentially 
fatal disease - and Nostalgia's recent 
article on the 50th anniversary of the 
incident certainly stirred up memories 
for readers who contracted the 
condition. 

Star reader Andrew Miller (65), of 
Toddbrook, was working at Rudgewick’s 
butchers in The Stow, where the 
outbreak was eventually traced back to 
a batch of contaminated South 
American corned beef. 

“I was 15 at the time and it was my 
very first job,” he recalled. 

“I left school in 1963 and wanted to be 
a chef but the next best thing was to 
work in the butcher’s shop. 

“I got sick with typhoid and spent 
eight weeks in a little room in hospital. I 
was confined to this small room 
because I had the disease and I was not 
allowed to touch anyone.” 

Mr Miller, a retired builder, added: “I 
had to learn to walk again after eight 
weeks of being confined to a bed and I 
lost a lot of weight, I had been 11 stone 
and went down to 7 stone. 

“I went back to work when I was 
feeling better but I left after a couple of 
weeks. I remember I was paid £4, one 
shilling and three pence. 

“It was the first and only time I’ve 
been seriously ill, thankfully, but after I 
left the butcher’s I went into the 
building industry and that was it.” 

fill Cootes of Potter Street was also 
one of the unlucky residents to contract 
the disease. She said: “I was only three- 
years-old when I became ill with 
typhoid. Two of my sisters and my dad 


were also ill but I was the worst and 
spent the longest in hospital. 

“I was in the hospital for around eight 
weeks and was eventually transferred 
to a London hospital by a police escort. 

“I do remember quite a bit of that time 
- considering I was only three, that just 
shows how traumatic it was.” 

Another Harlow resident who 
remembers the typhoid outbreak well is 
Ann Moss of Collins Meadow, who 
wrote into Nostalgia with her 
recollections. 

She said: “At the time I was living in 
Northbrooks and we had a regular milk 
delivery by a milkman called Charlie 
who worked for Hitchman’s Dairies and 
lived in The Stow. 

“In those days milkman usually had a 
young lad to help them on a Saturday 


and my friend’s son Gary used to help 
him. One weekend Charlie had some 
corned beef sandwiches made from 
corned beef purchased from 
Rudgewicks in The Stow and he shared 
them with Gary. 

“Unfortunately it was the 
contaminated batch and they both 
contracted typhoid. Gary’s mother kept 
a very clean house and luckily no other 
person in the family contracted it but I 
remember he was taken to an isolation 
hospital - St Anne’s near Romford.”

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‘Sonic boom’ 
quashes big 
bang theories 


A LOUD bang which sparked a deluge 
of calls to emergency services across 
Essex was a ‘sonic boom’ caused by an 
RAF jet breaking the sound barrier, the 
Ministry of Defence has confirmed. 

Mystified residents reported hearing 
the deafening noise at around 11.40am 
on Sunday. 

It caused buildings to shake and even 
smashed windows, prompting calls to 
police and fire brigades in Essex, 
Hertfordshire and Cambridgeshire. 

According to the MoD, the Typhoon jet 
was launched from RAF 
Coningsby in Lincolnshire when 
communication was lost with a 
Heathrow-bound passenger 
plane travelling from the USA. 

Air traffic controllers had 
become concerned, but com¬ 
munication was soon re-estab¬ 
lished with the aircraft. 

There were no problems on 
board and it landed safely. 

The Typhoon went supersonic over 
Barkway, near Royston, at an altitude of 
41,000ft (12,4968m). 

On the ground, startled residents ran 
out of their homes, concerned that the 
noise was the result of anything from a 
bomb explosion to a vehicle crashing 
into their home - or even an earthquake. 

There were reports of doors being 
slammed shut, windows being blown

out, houses shaking and the ground 
moving. 

After the sonic boom, residents took to 
Twitter, Facebook and the Star’s website 
to speculate on its cause - with claims 
the noise had been caused by a bomb 
going off at KFC in The Stow among the 
wildest rumours spreading on social 
networking sites. 

^witter, reader Wez D said: 
“Seriously thought it was a 
bomb. 

“Me, my wife and son were on a 
hire boat on the River Lee when 
the bang literally shook the 
boat!” 

Fellow Harlow resident Craig 
Messenger tweeted: “I was 
upstairs and thought something 
had fallen down. 

“My wife thought the conservatory 
roof was going to collapse on her it shook 
so much.” 

The phenomenon is caused when an 
aircraft approaches the speed of sound 
[768mph]. 

Air pressure building up at the nose of 
the plane is then forced to escape, which 
creates a loud thunderclap that travels 
over huge distances in the wake of the 
supersonic jet.

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Life-saver award for 
quick-thinking Claire 


A QUICK-THINKING stu¬ 
dent midwife on place¬ 
ment at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital has 
picked up a prestigious 
award from the British 
lournal of Midwifery after 
saving her neighbour's 
life. 

Claire French (39), who is 
studying for a BSc (Hons) 
in Midwifery at Anglia 
Ruskin University, was 
awarded the runner-up 
prize in the category of 
Student Midwife of the Year 
at the Journal’s annual 
prize-giving event in 
London. 

The final-year student 
was at home in Witham 
when her skills were put to 
the test after a distressed 
neighbour knocked on her 
door. 

Claire said: “My neigh¬ 
bour Oily told me his wife 
was bleeding heavily and 
didn’t know what to do. I 
rushed to their house 
knowing that Fiona had 
delivered by emergency 
caesarean section six days 
earlier. 

“She was lying on the 
floor in a pool of blood and 
was still bleeding. Realising 
the severity of the situa-

tion, I calmed her, estab¬ 
lished delivery information 
and asked to feel her 
tummy.” 

She realised Fiona’s uter¬ 
us was ‘atonic’ - a condition 
caused by the muscles fail¬ 
ing to contract after birth 
to restrict blood vessels. 

Claire added: “I instinc¬ 
tively knew I needed to 
stimulate a contraction to 
stop the bleeding or the 
blood loss could be fatal.” 

The trainee midwife was 
able to stop the bleeding 
after 30 minutes. Around 
10 minutes later an ambu¬ 
lance arrived to take Fiona 
to hospital, where medics 
discovered the new mum 
had lost over three litres of 
blood. 

“On reflection I realised 
my actions had helped save 
Fiona’s life,” Claire said.

ENGINEERS in the Czech 
Republic have unveiled 
their latest invention - a 
bicycle that can fly! 

The remotely-controlled 
bike, which weighs 95kg, 
can hover a few metres 
above ground for five 
minutes. 

The inventors 
demonstrated their 
prototype flying machine 
to journalists by placing a 
dummy in the saddle and 
successfully flying it 
around an exhibition hall 
in Prague for a few 
minutes. 

The bike is powered by 
two battery-run 
propellers on the front, 
two on the back and one 
on each side. 



The problem at the 


moment is that the 
batteries only allow for a 
few minutes of flight 
before they need to be 
recharged. However, it 
may not be too long 
before it can stay airborne 
for longer. 

"Because the capacity of 
batteries doubles about 
every 10 years we can 


expect that in the future 
the capacity would be 
enough for the bike to be 
used for sports, tourism 
or similar things," said 
Milan Duchek, technical 
director of the company 
that made the bike. 

So in a few years time a 
flying bike might just be 
the thing you need to 


avoid the traffic jams on 
your way to work!

Fundraisers 
helping PAH 
to invest in 
the latest 
equipment 


THE Intensive Therapy Unit - often 
known as intensive care - at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital is considered one of 
the best in the region, treating around 
650 people each year. 

A team of highly trained doctors and 
nurses care for patients with the most 
severe and life-threatening illnesses and 
injuries. Common conditions treated 
within ITU include trauma, multiple 
organ failure and sepsis. 

The unit can care for seven patients at 
a time. The hospital also has a High 
Dependency Unit which assists people 
who are at risk of their condition 
deteriorating. 

However, the hospital and its staff are 
always keen to improve services and 
that’s why staff have such commitment 
and drive to raise additional funds for 
the unit. 

Those additional funds are vital to 
bring in more high-tech equipment to 
the hospital. 

A lot of staff and members of the public 
raise money for PAH, whether it is by 
doing bicycle rides, bungee jumping or 
running marathons and a lot of the 
fundraising goes to improving the ITU 
department. 

So far staff, patients, their families and 
the local community have helped to 
raise £119,000 for the ITU. Some of the 
money has been used to buy a £30,000 
echocardiogram machine which has 
just been delivered. 

The vital piece of equipment, which 
uses ultrasound technology, will help 
diagnose patients and will be used to 
assess their cardiovascular system. The 
machine’s versatility will also allow 
assessment of other organs such as the 
lungs and intra-abdominal organs. 

This year staff are aiming to raise 
£20,000 to purchase advanced 
rehabilitation/exercise equipment for 
the ITU. This will aid patients’ recovery. 

Any money raised goes to a fantastic 
cause and makes a real difference to the 
patients who have to have intensive 
care.

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Council offices a target for 
union’s blacklisting demo

UNION members staged a demon¬ 
stration outside Harlow Civic Centre 
on Thursday in a protest over the 
alleged ‘blacklisting’ of workers. 

The demo organised by Unite cen¬ 
tered around claims that Bam Ferrovial 
Kier (BFK) - a network of companies of 
which Kier Harlow is part - has black¬ 
listed a number of its employees. 

One of those taking part was Frank 
Morris (38), of Enfield, who said he had 
been blacklisted by Crossrail, also part 
of BFK. 

“I am an electrician and have been 
for 18 years,” he said. “I’ve worked on 
major projects like the Olympics and at 
Wembly Stadium and I was blacklisted 
after standing up for a co-worker. 

“I have a young family and this has 
destroyed my life. I wasn’t even aware I 
had been blacklisted but after applying 
for 200 different jobs and having no 
success I started to suspect something 
more sinister. When I looked into it I 
found out I had been blacklisted.” 

He added: “This isn’t a union issue, 
it’s a human rights issue and some¬ 
thing needs to be done.” 

Unite spokesman Erkan Ersoy said: 
“Kier Harlow and the rest of the BFK 
companies will tell us that blacklisting 
no longer exisits but Frank is living 
proof that it does and it ruins lives. 

“What we are hoping to achieve with 
these protests is a tri-party meeting 


between Harlow Council, Unite and 
Kier Harlow. We want Harlow Council 
to take a stand against blacklisting by 
banning companies like Kier Harlow 
from all public tenders for contracts.” 

A spokesman for Kier Harlow said: 
“The activities of the now disbanded 
Consulting Association are both his¬ 
toric and clearly regrettable. 

“Kier co-operated fully with the 
investigation by the Information 


Commissioner’s Office in 2009 when 
no action was taken. Kier does not con¬ 
done any form of blacklisting.” 

Rod Truan, deputy leader of Harlow 
Council and cabinet portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “Kier Harlow and 
Harlow Council have an excellent rela¬ 
tionship with the unions. 

“The local unions were fully involved 
in the formation of the joint venture 
company and the contract extension in 


2011, and continue to play a vital role 
today along with the council in the 
company’s activities. 

“The council has discussed the 
blacklisting of workers with Kier 
Harlow and it is satisfied that Kier does 
not condone any form of blacklisting, it 
is, however, fully supportive of the 
campaign to ensure blacklisting does 
not occur and will work with all parties 
to ensure this outcome.”

Bunker project 
aims to show 
gallery potential 

AN ambitious new art installation 
incorporating full-scale 
reconstructions of World War 
II bunkers takes centre stage at 
The Gibberd Gallery for the next 
three months.

WHEN ageing lothario Garry Essendine, 
an actor long past middle age, comes to 
the aid of young women it leads to 
trouble. 

Essendine (Richard Hollis, pictured 
below) provides more than just a bed 
for the night to female friends claiming 
to have 'lost their latchkeys'. 

Giggly, gushy, adoring fan Daphne 
Stillington (Jennifer Dorian), is infatu¬ 
ated by Essendine whom she met the 
night before. Clad in his pyjamas and 
dressing gown the deliciously dizzy 
blonde, vows to take care of him for¬ 
ever - albeit he can't remember her 
name. 

Essendine's staff put up with his 
acting both on an off-stage: Fred, the 
valet - played to perfection by Keith 
Cummings; his secretary Monica, a 
great character piece by Christine 
Hollis; plus the extremely grumpy 


housekeeper Miss Erikson. June Gray's 
portrayal of Erikson together with her 
deadpan delivery of dialogue gave the 
best performance of the night.

Blasting away 
at the blackspot 


AS if aphids, vine weevil and lily beetle 
aren't trouble enough for us all at this 
time of year, when your roses show 
signs of blackspot you may wonder if it's 
time to throw in the trowel. 

While blackspot used to be a disease 
confined to the south of England, now 
it's all over the UK, causing defoliation 
and stunted growth to roses nationwide. 

This unsightly fungal disease is hard to 
eradicate as it lurks over winter on fallen 
leaves and diseased stems, spreading on 
to healthy new leaves as spring returns. 

There are many blackspot sprays 
on the market, claiming to provide a 
protective barrier which kills fungal 
spores on the leaves as they germinate. 
A recent trial by Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers' Association magazine, put 
eight such products to the test between 
April and October last year. 

The products were tested on 'Silver 
Jubilee' roses as they are a modern 
variety, more resistant to blackspot 
than older varieties and more typical 
of the roses you might buy today. The 
roses were planted at a site known to 
carry the blackspot fungus and by June 
blackspot had appeared on the plants, 
at which point treatment was started, 
following the instructions supplied, 
while a number of bushes were left 
untreated.

The trial found that any chemical- 
based product was better than nothing 
and that they all slowed the progress of 
the disease to a similar degree. 

While none of the products completely 
stopped the disease, testers recommend 
Bayer Garden Systhane Fungus Fighter 
Concentrate (£5.99 for 300ml, makes 
15 litres); Scotts Fungus Clear Ultra 
(£6.99 for 225ml, makes 15 litres); and 
Bayer Garden Multirose 2 Ready-to-use 
(£5.75 for 1 litre). 

However, trials found that the 
organic product which was tested, 

Vitax Organic 2-in-1 Pest and Disease 
Control ready-to-use spray, comprising 
a blend of sesame oil and fish oils, didn't 
make any difference to the roses and 
blackspot took hold of them in the same 
way as the untreated plants. 

You will have to be persistent with 
spraying to keep the barrier on the 
leaves in place, and spray early, as the 
leaf buds burst if the blackspot was 
present the previous year. 

If you don't want to go down the 
chemical route, there are other ways of 
controlling blackspot. 

Pick off affected leaves and burn fallen 
leaves, and give plants a high potash 


feed, as potash deficiency may make 
blackspot worse. 

Buy disease-resistant varieties such as 
the gallicas and albas and modern shrub 
roses like the rugosas. Good resistance 
to disease is also found among newer 
varieties of English and Modern bush 
roses. Good choices include Rosa gallica 
'Versicolor', with its semi-double, 
pink flowers striped crimson, Rosa 
alba 'Konigin von Danemark', which 
produces glowing pink blooms, and 
the wonderfully fragrant English rose 
'Gertrude Jekyll', which bears beautiful 
rich pink flowers. 

If you keep your plants well fed and in 
the right place - preferably in a sunny 
spot with good drainage - they'll be 
less susceptible to disease. Remember, 
roses are hungry feeders so you would 
do well to apply a thick mulch of well- 
rotted organic matter and ensure good 
air circulation. 

When watering, water the soil, not the 
leaves, and prune in spring to remove 
infected stems.

IF poisonous word of mouth could slay a picture 
before it has even screened, World WarZ 
would be as lifeless as the hordes of computer¬ 
generated undead that cram every frame of Marc 
Forster's ill-fated film. 

Brad Pitt's post-apocalyptic zombie action 
horror has been plagued by rumours of on-set 
traumas and was delayed by six months to allow 
filmmakers to completely rewrite and reshoot the 
final showdown. 

Gerry Lane (Pitt) is a retired United Nations 
investigator who devotes his time to his wife 
Karin (Mireille Enos) and daughters Constance 
(Sterling Jerins) and Rachel (Abigail Hargrove). 
During a drive through Philadelphia the Lanes 
witness the spread of a disease which transforms 
men, women and children into merciless 
predators. 

Gerry's old boss at the UN, Thierry Umutoni 
(Fana Mokoena), guarantees Karin, Constance 
and Rachel passage on an aircraft carrier if 
Gerry will agree to travel behind enemy lines to 
discover the source of the outbreak. 

The search moves from a military base in South 
Korea to Jerusalem and finally to a World Health 
Organisation compound in Wales where Gerry 
and an Israeli soldier (Daniella Kertesz) join four 
doctors - (Peter Capaldi, Pierfrancesco Favino, 
Ruth Negga, Moritz Bleibtreu) - in the frantic 
race against time for a cure. 

World WarZ boasts a cracking opening 
60 minutes directed at breakneck speed by 
Forster, who captures the pandemonium as the 
infected swarm like rabid animals. The dramatic 
momentum slows noticeably in the rewritten 
final act that feels out of kilter with the rest of 
the film but does at least permit close-ups of the 
infected. 

Pitt maintains beatific calm in the eye of a 
pyrotechnic-laden storm which sacrifices scenes 
with Karin and the girls in favour of thrills and 
spills - though not blood spills. Indeed, there is 
a conspicuous lack of gore to ensure the film 
achieves a 15 certificate.

Stress-Free Completion 


One of the frustrations with the 
system of property transfer in this 
country is that moving day 
invariably coincides with the 
formal completion of a sale. 

Usually, the buyer cannot move 
out, and the seller cannot move in 
until such time as the completion 
monies have been received by the 
seller s bank, or in most cases, 
their solicitor s client account. A 
delay to any link in a chain will 
have a knock-on effect which can 
mean that buyers are waiting with 
a removal truck full of their 
worldly possessions outside their 
new home, with no right to enter 
it. 

Such delays can be caused by any 
number of reasons - even as 
apparently insignificant as a 
solicitor in another part of the 
country being out to lunch. If 
confirmation is not received until 
late afternoon, there may not be 
enough time for the removers to 
unload before they have to go 
home! They may not be able to 


return the following day as they 
might already be booked on 
another job! 

So why not arrange to move out a 
day or two before completion and 
move in a couple of days 
afterwards? This can considerably 
de-stress the situation, and has the 
benefit of giving you time to clean 
the property you are leaving for 
the next people, and do any bits 
and pieces on your new home 
before your furniture moves in. 
Perfect if you are re-carpeting or 
want to do some minor 
redecoration. And the cost of 
staying somewhere locally is 
relatively insignificant in the 
context of the whole move. 

A critical component of this idea is 
to use a removal company which 
will pack into pallet boxes (usually 
about three to a pantechnicon) 
which can be stored in their 
warehouse and then delivered to 
your door a few days later.

I F you’ve had cause to travel 
around Europe lately you might 
have spotted something sporting a 
different badge on the roads. 

Dacia products have become a 
popular sight in recent years, 
especially in France, for two very 
good reasons - affordability and 
durability 

Low cost motoring is all the rage 
on the continent. Unlike in the UK, 
our foreign friends aren’t such 
hardened badge snobs meaning 
cars such as Dacia’s Duster have 
been welcomed with open arms by 
cost-conscious motorists. 

Simply put, when you can get a 
compact SUV capable of plugging 
mud with the best Land Rover can 
offer for less than the price of a 
Fiesta, somehow the badge on the 
bonnet is the least of your worries. 

If Dacia is a mystery to you you’re 
not alone. Snapped up by Renault 
some time ago, critics thought the 
French firm was taking a huge risk 
with this budget maker of 
uninspiring cars. 

The passing of time has proven 
the naysayers wrong, as Renault’s 
input has led to a portfolio of value- 
driven, dependable, stylish and 
capable products from superminis 
to the aforementioned Duster. 


Lifestyle SUVs are two-a-penny 
these days but few are that cheap 
anymore. Most are increasingly 
car-like in their appearance and 
on-road performance. 

The Duster retains a chunky- 
looking, purposeful exterior of a 
traditional 4x4 but with enough 
curves to help it slice through the 
air with relative ease. 

The emphasis might be on modest 
performance and equipment levels 
but there’s nothing cheap about the 
Duster.Low power petrol and diesel 
engines are offered (1.6-litre, 

105bhp petrol and 1.5-litre, llObhp 
diesel), plus the choice of front or 
four-wheel drive. 

The switchable all-wheel drive 


system allows a driver to choose 
between front-drive, an auto¬ 
sensing mode and a locked 4x4 
setting. 

Factor in three trim levels and 
there’s little else you might want. 
Well, apart from air-con, a stereo 
and alloy wheels. Yes, this is how 
Dacia can price the Duster so low. 

If you want these creature 
comforts, you’re going to have to 
pick the middle specification for 
some tunes and the highest spec 
model if you want manual air 
conditioning and alloys. Still, even 
if you opt for the flagship Duster, 
you’re not even close to high-spec 
Skoda Yeti money. 

Despite the popularity of Skoda’s 


compact lifestyle SUV, not everyone 
wants plush upholstery and highly 
polished cabin trim in a car that’s 
destined to be a rough-and-tumble 
family holdall or workhorse utility 
vehicle. And in this respect, the 
Duster trumps its well-established 
rivals. 

The car’s interior looks and feels 
tough thanks to sensible trim and 
material choices, although it 
retains an easy-on-the-eye 
appearance. 

Familiar Renault switchgear 
rounds off the driver-centric side of 
things, while the Duster’s cabin is a 
good size and easily capable of 
accommodating a growing family. 

Move rearwards and the car’s 


boot is equally capacious and the 
ability to fold the rear seats for 
extra load capacity is a detail that 
won’t be lost on active families. 

By now only someone spoilt by 
satnav and climate control could 
find fault with the Duster. In 
Dacia’s defence, it’s all about 
knowing your audience and, so far, 
the firm has pretty much nailed it. 

On the move, there’s a similar 
feeling of accomplishment. While 
neither engine is bursting with 
excess horsepower, brisk progress is 
possible. 

Predictably, all-wheel drive 
variants grip and go with ease on a 
variety of surfaces, but if the Duster 
is scheduled for only light duties 
there’s no shame in opting for a 
two-wheel drive variant. 

In the real world it steers and 
stops just as well, and with the age 
of the high-rise hatchback truly 
upon us, there’s much to be said for 
a lofty driving position and speed 
bump-skimming ground clearance. 

By taking a common sense, low 
frills approach to motoring, Dacia 
has won many friends and satisfied 
owners in mainland Europe. 

The firm’s Duster is proof that, 
even in the fashion-led world of 
lifestyle SUVs, you can succeed if 
all the elements - looks, ability, 
affordability, practicality - add up.

Newhall was home to 
town’s first golf course 


CANONS Brook Golf Club reached 
its 50th anniversary milestone 
last month, but did you know 
there was a golf club in Harlow 
before the picturesque Elizabeth 
Way course was built in 1963? 

The original Harlow Golf Club 
was founded in 1898. 

The first course was laid at Kennel 
Common, the home of the Essex 
Hunt, and was thought to be locat¬ 
ed between Gilden Way and what 
is now the Newhall housing estate. 

It was described by estate agents 
in the 1920s as a golf links course. 

From near Gilden Way, the course 
was later moved over to Harlow 
Common, close to where the 
motorway now is and near to the 
junction with Mill Lane. 

Several members of the renowned 
Gilbey family, famous locally for 


their wine and spirits empire, were 
early members of the Harlow club. 

Newman Gilbey was honorary 
treasurer and went on to become 
one of the founding members at a 
neighbouring club, Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

A club spokesman said: “Sadly 
the Harlow Golf Club did not last 
too long, folding in the 1930s. A 
wooden pavilion which was the 
clubhouse, still remains standing 
within the grounds of Hoggs Farm. 

“Some names remain from that 
era; a house alongside the nearby 
pub, The Horn & Horseshoes, is 
still known as The Links.” 

The town went 30 years without a 
golf club before Canons Brook was 
built. 

One of the world’s most famous 
players at the time, Sir Henry 


Cotton, was invited to design the 
course on the edge of the Pinnacles 
industrial estate. 

He instigated an American con¬ 
cept which did away with areas of 
rough, to enable players to get 
around the course quicker. 

The Harlow Development 
Corporation constructed and 
sponsored the project. 

The Harlow and District Sports 
Trust then accepted a long lease 
and handed over the running to 
the club itself. 

The club’s first ever president, 
Derrick Moule, said when the 
course was officially opened for 
the first time: “For me this is a 
dream come true. Ever since the 
first tentative discussions with 
Henry Cotton some years ago 
about the possibility of developing 


a new golf course in Harlow, I have 
looked forward to the day when it 
would officially be opened. Now 
the great day is here.” 

Today, Canons Brook has a thriv¬ 
ing membership. 

Former club captain Alan Howick 
said: “To look around the golf 
course, club house and the general 
environment that surrounds our 
club, there is no doubt, Canons 
Brook is both one of the best and 
most scenic courses in this area 
and regarded one of the best cer¬ 
tainly, in the county. 

“A few golfers have been known 
to turn their nose up because it’s 
Harlow. There is a little snobbish¬ 
ness in this game which is a shame. 
Canons Brook Golf Course is chal¬ 
lenges that suits all levels of golfers 
and try and find the views else¬ 
where that we enjoy over neigh¬ 
bouring countryside and the non 
repetitive course layout. It’s a trib¬ 
ute to our club and our course 
designer, the late Sir Henry Cotton. 

“Canons Brook is a people’s club, 
we’re open to everyone who enjoys 
the game or those who want to give 
it a try. We enjoy a terrific cross 
section in our membership and the 
enjoyment by non members is 
apparent looking at the high num¬ 
bers of casual visitors who call in 
every day for a game along with the 
full list of societies who return year 
in, year out.” 

Canons Brook has held a series of 
events to commemorate its anni¬ 
versary, including the pro-am 
which takes place on Friday June 
28. 

The club had a fantastic response 
to the appeal in the Star for teams 
to come forward and play in this 
event. 

Some 64 teams will compete on 
the day.

ANDREW Osagie’s coach Craig 
Winrow is not underestimating 
the challenge facing his star 
pupil when the Harlow favour¬ 
ite makes his debut at the 
EuropeanTeamChampionships 
for Great Britain on Sunday. 

Osagie, 25, was the European 
No.l 800metre runner last year 
and is hotly-tipped to grab a 
medal at the prestigious event in 
Gateshead. 

Winrow, though, admits the 
main focus of Osagie, of 
Northbrooks, is representing GB 
at the World Championships in 
Moscow this August. 

“These are just the stepping 
stones before the World 
Championships. This is a little 
test for him. It’s just part of the 
process,” Winrow explained. 

“Andrew is going in the right 
direction. We are looking for¬ 
ward to the weekend. He has got 
just as good a chance as anybody 
to get a medal. 

“Most of the top Europeans are 
running quite well. It’s fully 
loaded from that perspective. It’s 
a good test for him.” 

Belarus, France, Germany, 
Greece, Italy, Norway, Poland, 
Russia, Spain, Ukraine and 
Turkey are the other teams tak- 
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ing part in the European 
Championships. 

Only one 800m runner from 
each country will be represent¬ 
ed. 

The call-up is a huge boost to 
Harlow Athletic Club member 
Osagie. 

Osagie had started to show the 
sort of form which secured his 
place in the final of the 800m at 
the London Olympics when he 
shattered his personal best time. 

It’s a different story from 
February when he was left out of 
the GB team for the European 
Indoor Championships in 
Sweden. 

He was snubbed by head coach 
Charles van Comenee then, but 
the Dutchman left and at pre¬ 
sent there is no overall head of 
UK Athletics. 

Osagie’s inclusion comes at the 
exclusion of in-form GB rival 
Michael Rimmer. 

Winrow said: “Michael beat 
him in the first race [of the sea¬ 
son] but Andrew has been a lot 
more consistent in the Diamond 


League and so he got the nod for 
this race.” 

Osagie was second in New York 
in the Diamond League behind 
world record holder David 
Rudisha last month. 

But Winrow warned: “Just 
because Rudisha is not there 
does not mean it’s going to be an 
easy thing. Andrew was the 
European No.l last year and he 
needs to stay there.” 

Former Burnt Mill School stu¬ 
dent Osagie will join top GB ath¬ 
letes and Olympic champions 
including Mo Farah, Greg 
Rutherford, London silver med¬ 
allist Christine Ohuruogu and 
bronze medallist Robbie Grabarz 
as part of a strong GB & NI team 
hoping to take international 
honours in front of a capacity 
home crowd at Gateshead 
International Stadium. 

Also named in the team is the 
reigning world 400m hurdles 
champion Dai Greene. 

Outgoing British Athletics 
Head Coach Peter Eriksson said: 
“In selecting the team we priori¬ 
tised athletes who would give us 
the best possible chance to win 
this prestigious competition 
whilst competing in front of an 
enthusiastic home crowd.” 



Rockets forced 
into changes 

THERE has been another enforced change 
in Rye House Rockets’ line-up for their 
Premier League fixture at Ipswich tonight 
(Thursday). 

The Rockets had originally named 
Scunthorpe’s Josh Auty as their cover for 
injured number one Oily Allen for their 
trip to East Anglia, but he is unavailable 
due to a fixture clash.
